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A nice article on coins appeared in the San Diego Union 
some time ago in their ‘Answers for Juniors’ and I felt 
that it was interesting enough to repeat here in the 
Bulletin. 


How did Coins Get Named? We'll start with the word 
‘money’ itself. In ancient Roman times, Juno was the 
goddess of warning. The Romans were so grateful to her 
for warning them of important dangers, that they put 
their mint in her temple and made her guardian of the 
finances. They called her Juno Moneta. ‘Moneta’ came 
from the Latin word'moneo’ warn. Our word money is 
derived from this. 


. . a7 ’ . 
The word ‘coin’ comes from the Latin ‘cuneus, which 
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means wedge. This is because the dies that made 
pieces of money looked like wedges. 


Our ‘dollar* goes back to the days when money was 
being coined in Bohemia where there were silver 
mines. The mint was located in a place called 
Joachimsthal, so the coins were called ‘Joachims- 
thaler.' In time this became ‘thaler’ and 
finally ‘dollar’. 


Our ‘dime’ comes originally from the Latin word 


“decimus’, which means tenth. The ‘cent‘ comes 
directly from the French word ‘cent’ which means 
one hundred and the Latin ‘centum.* The idea was 


that one hundred cents makes a dollar.

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Uncirculated (Mint Sets) 1958 coins may be purchased 
from the Treasury Department in sets only beginning 
January 1, 1959, and continuing through March 3l, 1959, 
or as long as the coin stocks last, whichever occurs 
first. The sets consist of two (2) of each of the 
coins, other than commemorativ and proof coins, struck 
at each of the mints. That is they consist of 2 
halves, 2 quarters, 2 dimes, 2 nickels, and 2 cents 
struck at each mint- Philadelphia and Denver. Each 
mint set consists of 20 coins. The total face value 
is $3.64, The assembling and handling fee is 50¢, 

the parcel post is 9¢ and the insurance fee is 20¢. 
The total amount to be remitted is $4.43.

VICTOR DAVID BRENNER by HAROLD MARTIN 


Victer David Brenner was an American medalist and 
sculpter, He was born in Skavly, Russia, te American 
parents, on the 12th of June, 1871. Brenner came te 
the United States in 1800 when he was 19 and worked 

as a die-cutter, In 1898 he went te Paris te be a 
sculpter where he studied under Roty. He won many 
awards around the turn of the century for his works 

at the Paris Exposition. He alse wen awards in 1901 
for his exhibits at Buffale, New York, during the Pan- 
American Expositien. In 1904 he alse was recognized 
fer his fine work at the Louisiana Purchase Exposition 
in St, Louis, In many museums threughout Europe and 
in New York City, yeu are able te see many ef his fine 
werks, His portrait medals of Theodore Roosevelt, 
Carl Schurz, W.M. Evarts and many other famous peeple 
are very well known, Brenner designed the "Seal ef 
Fine Arts of New Yerk City" and the "Seal of the New 
York City Library." 


Brenner is most remembered by numismatists for his 
design of the Lincoln cent. It was first minted in 
1909 and cemmemorated the hundredth anniversary of 
Lincelm's birth, The Linceln cent had net been 
Changed im 50 years except im 1943 whem it was conm- 
posed ef steel instead ef cepper and just recently 
when the new reverse with the Linceln Memorial ap- 
peared, 


Victer David Brenner died in New York City en April 6, 
1924 net knowing that his design on the Lincoln cent 
weuld appear more eften than any other design since 


Coinage began.

COINS ARE EDUCATIONAL by CHRISTOPHER DOYLE 


Numismatics is a most interesting and profitable 
hobby. Coins have brought interest to many as they 
progress through the years, 


Histories can be interpreted from coins, for example: 
the Spanish conquest began after 1519 of Mexico. The 
population developed slowly. The newly born nation 
progressed slowly. Mexico was found to have much gold 
and silver wealth, Gold and silver was sent to Spain, 
coined and sent back with people journeying to the new 
country. Now we progress more and we see the famed 
"Pillar Dollar" circulating. These "Pillar Dollars" 
were also found in the United States. Independence 
from Spain was finally achieved in 1821, with a short 
lived empire under Augustin Iturbide. As years pro- 
eressed the new republic would find need for its own 
coinage, so that was provided eventually. A demo- 
cratic reform movement was led by Benito Juarez and 
resulted in the Constitution of Mexico in 1857. 


Quickly we travel into our 20th Century, we now see 
coins commemorating the events that we just discussed. 
In 1921 the commemoration of the independence from 
Spain appeared as a two peso silver piece, Thus we 
see how educational coins are. They represent the past, 
present and also the future. Past empires would have 
been lost to the future if they had not had a recorded 
history, on coins, 
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FROM THE BOOKSHELF 


In case some of you were wondering what was going on 
over in the corner at our last meeting, I shall tell 
you now, A total of twenty-two books and pamphlets 
are checked out to our members, This is somewhat of 
a record. It shows, also the wisdom of keeping a 
complete set of the Numismatist, since eighteen back 
issues were signed out. 


During the pest few days I have been looking over 
several books dealing with ancient coins, some Roman 
and some Greek. In particular, The Numismatic Mono- 
graphs, published by the American Numismatic Associ- 
ation. These books are of particular interest to 
collectors who are trying to "date" a coin, They are 
all illustrated with photographs showing both obverse 
and reverse of each coin discussed in the texts. 
Volumes 2, 46 and 96 deal with Greek coins from 525 BC 
to 200 BC, Volumes 43, 55, 57 and 60 each deal with 
Roman coins ranging from Before Christos to as late 
as 1330 to 1360. In addition, volume 97 describes 
and dates the "Catacomb Hoard" of both Greek and Ko- 
man coins, This hoard of coins became a part of the 
ANA collection in 1935. 


A very popular book on our shelf is "A Guide to the 
Grading of United States Coins" by Dunn and Brown, 

This book sets down a word description of each coin 

in each of the circulated Conditions from poor to 

about uncirculated, Since the book is so easily under- 
stood, pictures are hardly needed. I personally rec- 
ommend that every serious numismatist should have his 
own copy of this book, 


A project is being undertaken to catalog each of our 
books. In this process, a sign out card for each 
book is being made and placed inside the front cover 
of the book, At the present time we do not yet have 

a device to keep from loosing these cards. So as 

each of you peruse the books on the shelf, please take 
care, lest you loose the cards,

HE EEE AR AE 
An outstanding exhibit will be featured in the same build- 
ing with our coin exhibits by the Southern California Ex- 
position. It is the Crown of the Andes, valued at 
$4,500,000. This crown is made of solid gold and is cov- 
ered with many precious stones. It was made by the In- 
dians of Popayan, Columbia in 1599 and placed on the 
statue of the Madonna in the cathedral in Popayan to show 
their appreciation that their village was spared when the 
countryside was ravaged by a fever epedimic. It took the 
native craftsmen over seven years to make the crown and 
place the precious stones on it. Due to marauding pirates 
that preyed on the country the crown was made so that it 
could be taken apart and each section was hidden in a sep- 
arate place. Sometime ago the natives received permis- 
sion from the church to sell the crown so that money could 
be raised to build hospitals and clinics. We are fortunate 
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that this outstanding display will be adjacent to our coin 
exhibits. 


FROM THE BOOKSHELF 


It would be good to start off this column with an expres- 
sion of thanks to Mr. CHARLES L. GREEN, SDNS #502, 
for his contribution to the Library of a copy of ''The Star 
Rare Coin Encyclopedia" 35th edition, of 1931. This 
brings to three the number of editions of this fine book 
on our shelves. 


Today I have before me several editions of the ''Numis- 
matic Review". This is a series of bound magazine-type 
publication containing many virile and short articles 
about the coins we collect. One of the points of these 
books is their many photographic illustrations. A person 
reading them has no cause for misunderstanding the 
authors' intent for it seems that every article has been 
illustrated so it would help the reader in any way. These 
books as a result are the easiest to read of any such pub- 
lication I have seen. 


A second point in favor of these books is their short arti- 
cles. If you are in a hurry and can only read for a few 
minutes at a time, these are for you. Each seems to 
contain about 20 articles, so each can be read in about 
six minutes. The entire book can be read in a little less 
than an hour. The articles are about all types of money 
from the ancient to the modern, from the odd and curious 
to the common varieties. 


One particular article in the June, 1945 volume concerns 
the methods of distinguishing between the coins which 
were cast and the coins which were struck from dies. 
Since the two processes are and have been used to make 
coins, distinguishing one from the other, a genuine from 
a counterfeit, or an original from a restrike will permit 
the individual collector to identify and better evaluate the 
coins of his collection. One of the methods discussed in 
the article is much older than any of us in this club -- it 
was originated by and gets its name from the Greek phil- 
osopher and mathematician, Archimedes. To learn more 
about it, I suggest that you read the book. 


One counterfeiter who decided to produce $50.00 bills in 
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Italy was caught in a rather rapid fashion in 1946. This 
big goof was described in the January, 1946 edition of the 
Numismatic Review, and should give you a chuckle when 
you read about it. 


All together we have nine different editions of this publi- 
cation on our shelves for you to enjoy. Some of our mem- 
bers have found them to be quite interesting - so much 
that he seems hardly able to go a full month without an- 
other copy to read. 


My calendar does not show any holidays in the coming 
month for me to extend my greetings to you, so till next 
time, do not forget to set your clocks on the 26th -- Day 
Light Saving Time, you know.

FROM THE BOOKSHELF 


The Chase Architrave is quite an interesting, though 
somewhat short booklet on some twenty-three specific 
coins, The designs of these twenty-three coins are 
used to decorate the entrance of the Chase National 
Bank in New York, My dictionary reads that an arch- 
itrave is a beam resting on top of a row of columns, 
Thus it is that this book describes the history of 
each of the twenty-three emblems carved in the beam 

of marble over the entrance to the Chase National Bank, 
Hach coin described is a milestone in the fine art of 
numismatics, Some examples are given here only quick- 
ly, i.e.; 1) The gold coin of the first of the Roman 
Emperors; 2) The earliest coin of the Greek Empire; 3) 
The coin of the Spartan colony that now is Toranto, 
Italy; 4) The coin whose denomination is translated 
literally to mean weight; 5) The coin denomination 
which translates simply as "Joachim's Valley". These 
are a few of the interesting things learned in this 
small but very interesting book, One of the five coins 
mentioned above was also believed to be the origin of 
one of our currently used U.S. coins,

There is currently a 75¢ magazine on the newsstand 
that may very well be as interesting to each of our 
readers as any book we have on our Bookshelf. What I 
am referring to is a magazine of the Trend book se- 
ries by a professional numismatist. "Coins, A Com- 
plete Guide to Collecting" by Jacques Del Monte is the 
magazine or book as you would call it. The author of 
this book is the operator of the Beverly Hills Stamp 
and Coin Company, in Beverly Hills, California, This 
book is divided into thirteen chapters or articles on 
the various phases of starting a coin collection and 
keeping it going once it has gotten started. In this 
book are such titles as "2000 years of collecting", 
"Why and How to Collect", "Coins for a Growing Coun- 
try", "Mounting, Storing and Displaying Coins", and 
several others worth while as good helps for the 
beginning collector and refreshing hints for the old 
hand, The publication is adequately illustrated most- 
ly by photographs throughout. In some cases, I be- 
lieve he could have done better to use more words and 
less pictures. Even with its drawbacks, I still would 
recommend this publication to all of our readers,

you were brousing through the volumes on our shelf. 
Well, we now have a methud of keeping the cards in 
the books, so you do not have to be afraid of losing

Did you know that we numismatists of today have an 
obligation to meet? This obligation is to the numis- 
matist of tomorrow. This obligation is to preserve 
and safeguard the coins, medals, currency and other 
numismatic material so that when we are gone, it will 
be in the same condition that we received it. 


The numismatist of yesterday met his obligation by 
carefully handling and storing of his numismatic speci- 
mens. He took very good care of the proof coins so 
that they would be in the same condition today as they 
were when they were minted. He took very good care 

of the currency so that it wouldn't be creased or 
soiled. If it wasn't for these people who met their 
obligation we wouldn't have the coins in such excellent 
condition that we have today. 


Every time that you see a mishandled coin, it means 
that there will be one less good coin that we will 
be able to leave for the numismatist of tomorrow, By 
careful planning, storage and hadling we will be able 
to preserve our coins so that they will be enjoyed by 
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The Numismatist of the future. 


In the April issue of the "Numisma", a trade paper 
published by the New Netherlands Coin Company of New 
York, they received a question "Why doesn't the Pillar 
Dollar qualify as a Colonial?" 


They answered: "The Pillar and Carolus Dollars, both 
from Spanish and Latin American mints, certainly cir- 
culated in the colonies, and they were legal tender 
until 1857 by act of Congress. Nevertheless, they 
hardly qualify as Colonials because they were not 
struck for circulation primarily in the American 
Colonies, nor did they circulate almost exclusively 
there; they were instead more nearly a world-side 
circulating medium, like the Athenian tetradrachms in 
ancient times. The British, French and anonymous 
issues traditionally accepted as Colonials seem either 
to have been sent to America in quantity, circulating 
primarily there to the near exclusion of other regions. 
This last applies particularly to the Mark Newbies, 
Wood's Irish coinages, and VOCE POPULI tokens. 
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Plans for the Second Annual Coinarama are being made 
and it promises to be larger and better than the one 
we held last year. It will be held sometime in Oct- 
ober,

The San Diego Numismatic Society 
saw the first light of day during 
the month of June in 1937. The 
Doctor in attendance was DR. BRUCE 
LOREN WALLACE. 


DR. WALLACE was born in Virginia in 
1897, coming to California in 1908 
and to San Diego in 1911. He opened 
his optical offices in 1920. 


R. BRUCE WALLACE 

DR. WALLACE began collecting coins 
in 1930, Indian head cents being his favorite and his 
wife, ELISE, collected commemorative coins. 


In 1937 he founded the San Diego Numismatic Society and 
served as president for seven years. Upon completion 
of these years, the Society voted him the title of 
‘President Emeritus’. In his many years of service, 
BRUCE has furnished coins for our auctions, where no- 
body else had any to sell. Many of our early members 
can trace a good part of their coins to DR. WALLACE. 


In 1937 DR. Wallace invited the Far Western Numismatic 
Conference to San Diego and put on a real convention. 
He was instrumental in bringing the Calif. Stqte Numis- 
matic Ass'n to San Diego for the first time. He also 
Started the Numismatic Display at the County Fair. 


BRUCE WALLACE is an old time member of the A.N.A., 

holding number 4154. He is a charter member of the 
C.S.N.A. number 14, a member of the Numismatic Ass‘n 
of Southern Calif., and the Orange County Coin Club. 


In 1958 DR. WALLACE created the ‘ELISE WALLACE Memorial 

Perpetual Trophy* in honor of his wife who died in 1955. 
This trophy is to be given each year at the County Fair 

for the best display by a member of the San Diego Numis- 
matic Society. 


The San Diego Numismatic Society is honored to have 

such a man as DR. BRUCE WALLACE as a member and such 

devotion to a club that he started merits our thanks.

F’ninstance, one intriguing little incident in the 
history of coinage is that concerning the tiny island 

of Lundy, which lies off the coast of England. Its 
complete coinage consists of a % puffin piece and a 

1 puffin piece, named after the Puffin, a sea bird found 
in great numbers on that island. The Puffin is shown 
on the reverse of the coin, with the obverse displaying 
a portrait of Martin Coles Harman, a London businessman, 
who purchased the island in 1925. In 1929 he issued 
this set of two coins and by April of 1930 he was fined 
by Great Britian for issuing unauthorized coins. The 
coins were never acceptable in circulation and remain 
today only as an interesting collector's item.

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CONVENTIONS 


San Diego has been fortunate in the fact that there 
have been three conventions held in the city. 


The first coin gathering was the Fourth Annual Far 
Western Numismatic Conference that was held in 1938 
in the San Diego Hotel. This affair was held for 
three days and featured all of the things that the 
modern day convention does. They even had an 1804 
silver dollar on display. They attracted people 
from the western part of the United States. 


The second coin affair was the Fifth semi-annual 
convention of the California State Numismatic Ass'n. 
149 members and guests registered at the U.S. Grant 
Hotel while the convention was under the direction 

of LEONEL C. PANOSH. This three day gathering at- 
tracted coin collectors from all over the country. 
Attractions of the conclave besides the outstanding 
coin exhibits were the trip to Tia Juana, a boat ride 
in San Diego Bay and a bus tour of the city. The 
convention was held in 1949, 


The third convention was the 17th semi-annual get- 
to-gether of the California State Numismatic Ass‘n. 
It was held at the U.S. Grant Hotel in 1955 under 
the chairmanship of FRANCIS S. JONES. 205 persons 
came from all over the world to attend this gala 
event. A 1913 liberty head nickel was displayed by 
its owner, J.V. MCDERMOTT of South Milwaukee, Wis. 


Plans are being made to hold the fall convention of 
the California State Numismatic Association in 1960 
here in San Diego.

The San Diego Numismatic Society was fortunate way 
back in 1953 when DR. BRUCE L. WALLACE and PAUL 
MANNEN, manager of the San Diego County Fair in Del 
Mar, got together and BRUCE arranged for the Society 
to make a numismatic Display for the first time. 


Those members who made displays in the first Numismatic 
Display in 1953 were: ATWOOD MACDONALD, DR. BRUCE L. 
WALLACE, TOM WARD, LEONEL PANOSH, ARTHUR VIGNEAULT, 
CLIVE FOSS, and FRANCIS S. JONES. EMIL JOHNSON had

This column is started by offer- 
ing our thanks to Mrs. C.W.HEATON 
for her most generous donation of 
several volumes of the Guide Book 
of United States Coins, The Numis- 
matist, and a volume of the Hand- 
book of United States Coins, as 
well as several Catalogs. 


“As Rich as Potsi* was one a numis- 
motic proverb of a nation over the 
Ocean. Could you tell where it 
originated? How rich was Potsi? Where did Potsi get 

its money, what kind of money was it, and is it still 
available to collectors? These are some of the questions 
which may be answered by reading the article on this 
place in one of the many issues of the Coin Collectors 
Journals on our library shelves. 


JOSEPH J. GARSIDE 


Your librarian has been going through the fifty odd 
editions of the Coin Collectors Journal we have on our 
shelves. These small but informative booklets make 

very interesting reading, and certainly are worthy of 
comment here. The volumes were published as a monthly 
magazine by the Scott Stamp ond Coin Company of New 

York from April 1934 to March 1938. From April 1938 

the publication was released under the banner of Wayte 
Raymond, Inc. By the time this gets into print, I shall 
have cataloged the entire lot of these publications. 
Each issue contains for or five articles on some 
specific subject in numismatics, and seems to be very 
well illustrated with good quality pictures: One of the . 
many articles which intrigued me was about the oldest 
bank in the country. Not only is the bank unusual for 
its age, but it is still doing business as usual in its 
original location. This rare bank was chartered by 

the Continental Congress two years after opening in 
1782. (To our editor-- that is not a typing error-- 
1782 is the correct date.) If our readers would like 

to guess the name of this institution - it is not the 
Philadelphia Savings Fund Society for it was found as 

a banking business in 1816 and chartered in the year 1819 
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There is little doubt that I could stir your imagination 
with more questions about the articles in the several 
issues of this fine booklet on our shelves, but instead 
I shall ask each of our members if he may have any more 
of these fine books tucked away in the attic, or cellar 
(Oops - no cellars in Calif.), or in a box in the 
garage. If such is the case, then we would most assur- 
edly appreciate having them on our bookshelves where 
others of our membership would find them most helpful. 
Perhaps with your help we might be able to complete 

our set of these publications. They are excellent 
reference material. 


Another book on our shelves which should be of interest 
to many is titled ‘Our Metallic Money’ by E.. O. WELL. 
In this book the author delves briefly into the history 
of coinage of all ages before launching into a detailed 
account and description of all commemorative United 
States Coins up to 1935. In this book is quoted the 
authority for coining changes in weight, size and fine- 
ness of our several denominations of metallic coinages. 
Hwre is a book which could be very useful to our menm- 
bership as a reference as well as an entertaining 

text. Amply illustrated, it awaits your pleasure.

The new 1960 Red Book or "4g Guide Book of United States 
Coins - 13th Edition" by R.S, Yeoman has made its 
appearance, here in San Diego and everyone was anxious 
to see how the new prices of the coins were going, 


The most noteworthy change in the Red Book this year 
is that there is another condition listed in the con- 
dition column. The conditions run — Good, Fine, Ex- 
tremely Fine, Uncirculated, and Proof. This has been 
needed in this publication for a long time. [In some 
cases, in putting in this new coin condition, it was 
necessary to lower the price of the coin in Fine 
condition, 


As usual most of the prices show a slight gain. But 
there have been a few price drops too. Most of the 
commemorative half dollars show a drop in price. The 
Grant with star went up in price as well as the later 
commemoratives. The proof sets showed a slight de- 
Cline in price. The early proof coins, after their 
fabulous raise last year, leveled off this year and 
showed a very slight raise in their prices, The three- 
legged Buffalo nickel showed quite a raise in price. 
The 1855 three cent silver in proof jumped up $100.00. 


DOUGLAS DECKER has said that the added category of 
Extremely Fine in this year's Red Book will help the 
coin dealer in basing his coin prices on a fair basis 
to the collector, Ina few years DOUG thinks that 
the category "Very Good" will also appear in the Red 
Book, 


The private gold section has a lot of new coins and 
the prices in this field had advanced quite steadily. 


The opinions of the coin collectors here in the San 
Diego area are that the new edition of the Red Book 
has been vastly improved by including the extra con- 
dition, Extremely Fine, within the price ranges.

"Shortages of the new [incoln cents due to the false 
belief they are worth more than their face value has 
reached the point where the Federal Reserve Bank and 
commercial banks here are becoming alarmed,"

The article continues - "We just don't have any pen-

Most Popular Coins" by Reinfeld, This volume will 
help our members identify some of those old coins you 
do not recognize. The second contribution is a copy 
of "1958 Standard Catagogue of Canadian & Newfound- 
land Coins, Tokens, and Fractional Currency" by J.E. 
Charlton. This will help our members evaluate their 
coins in their Canadian collections. This latter 
donation is by ArthurJ.

This month I have been looking over my copy of "4 
Guide to Coin Investment" by Dr. Robert Bilinski, A 
copy of this fine volume has been ordered for the 
club's library and if it does not arrive in time for 
our next meeting, my copy will be put on the shelf 
until the club's copy is received. [In this second 
edition are printed the results of a survey ques- 
tionaire sent to all the holders of the first edi- 
tion of this book, Other surveys covering other 
classes of numismatics afe also printed. The re- 
sults of some of these surveys are quite surprising 
and indeed quite interesting. They should be of 
particular interest to collectors in that they will 
help you in choosing the coins to purchase next for 
your collection in order to complete the set with- 
out having to spend so much money. [In event you are 
of a mind to salt away a few rolls of coins of some 
current issue, Dr. Bilinski gives some hints in this 
direction with a full scale prediction of coin prices 
of just about every coin minted for the life of the 
U.S, Mint. Some 70 pages are devoted to these pre- 
dictions for the years of 1962 and 1972. Dealers 
sales policy is the subject of another chapter in 
the book, This is broken down into regional sum- 
maries and in general will give a colleftor an idea 
of what to expect of the dealers in any given area 
of the country. There is another area where the 
collector would do well to understand, that is, the 
nature of his fellow collectors. A chapter of forty 
pages goes deeply into this with many charts and 
AG Ie 


graphs to tell the story. Mhus for all serious coin 
collectors J do whole heartedly recommend this book 
for all collectors to have at home on their own shelf 
It is considerably more than just another catalogue 
or book on how to spend your money. 


Between the publishing of this and of the next edition, 
your author hopes to get in some hours at the beach --- 
so good swimming to you all.

An interesting letter from the Federal Reserve Bank of 
San Francisco to the banks here in San Diego was re-= 
ceived from TED GOTTSCHALL. The letter dealt with the 
new 1959 Lincoln cent and the demand for them was so 
heavy from the public. This was due, according to the 
letter, to distorted and erroneous statements that the 
new cent with it's newly designed reverse, had errors 
in the design or sonstruction and that it was being 
withdrawn from circulation, 


Due to this unprecedented demand for the new cent, the 
letter continues, banks had to ration the cents to the 
public, The letter asks that the member banks of the 
Federal Reserve System to cooperate first, by not 
holding excessive stocks of cents in their vaults and 
second, by not ordering beyond normal needs. 


As has been the case in the past, shortages of any de- 
nomination coin are quickly overcome, the letter states, 
and it is expected that with the quieting of the rumors 
which have existed about the new cents, more than ade- 
quate stocks will be available at all of the banks, 


With over 700,000,000 new Lincoln cents being struck 
by the mints in Philadelphia and Denver, we don't think 
that there will be much of a shortage of the cents,

In last month's issue of the Bulletin we asked an age- 
old question - why should the 1914-p Lincoln cent sell 
for more than the 1909-S VDB when more of the 14-D!s 
were minted than the 09-S VDB's? We have received re- 
plies from three of our members, RALPH A. KRUSE, RO- 
BERT MCCRACKEN, and BILL FIVAZ. 


All shree of their anserss to this question are inter- 
esting and informative. Kruse says that the 09-§S 

VDB, being an issue of a new type of cent, was hoarded 
by the public because it was something new and that is 
why we have such a large supply of 1909-S VDB cents in 
uncirculated condi.,ion. He continues that the 1914-p, 
not being such a novelty to the public, not so many 
was kept in a new condition. MCCRACKEN says in addi- 
tion to the above that geography played a large part, 
he says that there were more coin collectors in and 
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around San Francisco and there were not so many around 
Denver, so that is another reason why there are many 
more 09=S VDB's in uncirculated condition than that of 
the 14-p's. He also added that in 1914 the people of 
the United States had more to worry about (the coming 
war in Europe) than the saving of Lincoln cents. To 
sum it up, he says, the answer could probably be stated 
in as few as three little words, "Supply and Demand." 


FIVAZ states in his letter, in addition to the above 
ideas, that the 09-S VDB sells for more than the 14-p 
in circulated condition because there aren't so many 
in circulation. He ends his letter with a quaint say- 
ing "The age of a coin — like that of a woman —- is on- 
ly an imaginary quantity. It's the CONDITION, not the 
age that counts."

"HALF CENTS" 


Of all U.S, coins the series of half cents are per- 
haps the most neglected or shall we say unpopular to 
the Collector, 


This lack of popularity, perhaps due to the fact that 
it was not a continuous issue and in some yeers so 
few were minted that this scarcity creates a problem 
of high cost, 


The half cent was first coined in 1793. lone were 
minted in 1798, 1799, 1801, 1812 through 1824, 1827 
or 1836. There is considerable disagreement on the 
half cent mintage from 1836 through 1849. Reported 
listings are not in agreement about the number coined 
annually and whether all those in existence are gen- 
uine coins. Most are listed as proofs or restrikes, 
toat is coins struck from genuine dies but in years 
other than the date of the coin, 


One 1849 variety is common, as are those of 1850 to 
1857, except for 1852 which appears in the catalog as 
restrikes and proofs.

Since the last time I have prepered a oeeve for our 
reaaers, two things nave happened, First my type- 
writer oroke down. kepairs will cost more than it 

is worth, so this month, our editor will huve to de- 
Cipher my hieroglyphics, This may slow him down a 

bit. The second thing to happen was the arrival of 

a new book for our library, namely "Counterfeiting 

in Colonial america" by Kenneth Scott. It is about 
this book that my column shall be concerned this month, 


Tois book is an engrossing history of counterfeiting 
in the Thirteen Colonies from the days when Indians 
counterfeited wampum by dyeing the lower valued white 
beads a darker color, to the Revolution, when the 
British Government and the. tories found an excellent 
aevice for depreciating colonial currency and under= 
mining the national economy. It tells about an era 
when many engravers even went to the extent of ad- 
vertising their line of counterfeiting wares. 


Among the numerous colorful characters who indulged 
in this nefarious method of augmenting their income 
either as a full time job or as a purt time hobby 
are Owen Sullivan and the Dover Money Club, Samuel 
Weed and the Derby Gang, Abel Ruel, Thomas Melli- 
Champ, and three women; fFreelove Lippincott, Ann 
Lockwood, and Mary Beck Butterworth. Mr. Scott dis- 
cusses the various penalties by which the individuals 
colonies sought to curb these widespread activities 
and the difficulties the authorities had in tracking 
down the offenders. ‘This book brings to light much 
unfamiliar information about counterfeibing, and it 
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is, in part, a social history of Colonial america, 
For the numismatist this book gives some descriptions 
of the many goofs of the counterfeiters, and thus it 
will be an aid to us in evaluating our colonial curr- 
ency, of gold, silver, or paper. 


For our literary members [I shall quote from the fore— 
ward by U.E. Baughman, Chief of the U.S, Secret Ser- 
vice, who writes "This unusual book-=--= is a lively 
combination of true detective and adventure stories 
tolk in terms the real people of the past ---= The 
citizen cun learn much from these case histories and 
will find them enjoyable reading as well."

TED GOTTSCHALL receives our thanks also for some news- 
paper clippings that will be of interest to numisma- 
tists. One item appeared in the New York Times and it 
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reports that business is boomipg in spurious coins, 
gold coins that is, in Europe, 


The British government has oeen fighting the problem 
unseuccessfully in foreign courts, But recently, as 
the best way to foil counterfeiters, and expose the 
spurious reproductions, it resumed the minting of 
gold coins, adhering to a high standard of workman- 
Ship. One British gold coin that has been success= 
fully counterfeited is the King George V sovereing, 


European counterfeiters are becoming interested in the 
U.S. gold dollar due to their rise in prices in the 
numismatic market and their scarcity. The phony dol- 
lar, has as much gold if not more than the genuine, 
sell in Switzerland for about $7.50, leaving quite a 
profit for the counterfeiter. Then the coins are 
orought to this country, slipped through customs, 

and are sold in Wew York for $20 or more, again quite 
a profit, 


Before the United States went off the gold standard 
in 1933 the gold dollar was worth just a dollar. Now 
it contains about $1.70 worth of gold. 


Just what steps the U.S, government will take regard- 
ing the counterfeiting of its gold coins abroad re- 
mains unknown, But coin experts reported more scrut- 
iny by custom inspectors. They wondered if the Trea- 
sury would meet the threat some day by resuming mint- 
ing of American gold coins for sale abroad, just as 
the British did.

There were a few Canadian pieces. [In addition to 
the gold there were quite a few of large cents, half 
dollars, silver and trade dollars, medals and large 
size currency.

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BY-LAWS of the SAN DIEGO COUNTY INTER-CLUB 
NUMISMATIC COUNCIL as adopted by the Council 
on July 19, 1959. 


ARTICLE I Name 
Sect. 1. The name of this association shall be SAN 
DIEGO COUNTY INTER - CLUB NUMISMATIC 


COUNCIL. 


ARTICLE II Object 

Sect. 1. The particular object of this Council shall 
be the Planning, Preparation for, and Conducting of 
these numismatic functions in San Diego County 
which calls for the joint effort and cooperation of 
all numismatists, and particularly those who are 
members of San Diego County coin clubs. 

Sect. 2, It is understood and agreed that in no event 
Shall this Council as such have any part in any event 
which does not concern all member clubs. 

Sect. 3. The promotion of numismatics, generally, 
in san Diego County. 


ARTICLE III Membership 
Sect. 1. This Council shall consist of three repre- 
sentatives from each numismatic club in San Diego 
County.
